SCRANTON, -Pa.,' Oct. 30.—The real 


work of the arbitration commission be- 
gan today. Briefly, stated 
the 
day's 


work will consist of a general inspection 
of the inside and outaide workings of 
coal mines and the homes and surround- 
ings of the workmen. All of the region 
lying north of here to Forest City, a 
stretcti of 22 miles w5J! be gone over, 
This .will take -up the entire day.1 To- 
morrow and Saturday the mining region 
from here south to Wilkcsharre will be 
looked over. 


Tbe commin»ion is making this tour so 


that the members may.get an idea of 
the condition of the miners and their 
families. No testimony will be taken 
during the inspection trips. The com- 
•mission party consists of fottrtcen per- 
eons. 
. The entire party which also included 
four general mining experts and a. num- 
ber of newspaper correspondents left the 
Delaware and Hudson railroad station 
for Forest City at 10 o'clock in a special 
train of Pullman cars, the expense of 
which is being borne by the commission- 
ers. The start was delayed about an 
hour owing to the very late arrival o! 
the commissioners in this city last night

USED SAME WEAPON THAT 


HE KILLED FRIEND WITH

for fifteen years over the accidental 
shooting of a friend, Henry Sweet, a 
farmer living in Uloom township, near 
East Gle.nwood, has killed himself with 
the same shotgun that killed his friend. 


CAVE IN GROWS LARGER 


JOPLTN, Mo., Oct. 30.—The Prosperity 


mine cave-in, yesterday is assuming big 
proportions. In addition to seven shafts 
on the Eleventh Hour tract that were 
utterly destroyed, the Homestead and 
Cleveland mines have caved in. The 
ruined mines were ull producers and have 
paid half a million dollars in dividends. 
Five other mines in the' immediate vicini- 
ty are considered unname and have been 
abandoned. 


FOREST CITY, Pa., Oct. 30.—The com 


.mission arrived here at 11 o'clock. Car 
fiages were immediately entered and th' 
party was "driven three-quorters of : 
mile to No. 2 shaft of the Hillsdale Con. 
and Iron company which is operated bj 
the Erie company. The depth of th 
mile is 410 feet. This operation is tail 
to be one of the best in.-tha upper regloi 
and was selected by.the operators. Th 
mine? worker*' representatives will a-l>« 
select a colliery for the commission to- 
visit. 


The party left the carriages some din- 


tance from the shaft and was taken to 
the engine room of the shaft in the mine 
carriage. Judge Gray, Bishop Spalding- 
and others donned overalls. Jumpers and' 
miners' caps, EOtne of the party carrying 
miners' lamps in their hands while the 
others had them fastened to their caps. 
The. descent was made at 12 o'clock. 
There were about 500 men and boys at 
work in the mine, when the party was 
lowered into the workings. About an 
hour before the commissioners arrived 
at the shaft a Hungarian was killed by 
a 
fall of a roof 
in the Clifford 
mine 


which mine adjoins the one the commis-, 
sioners inspected. .His body was doub- 
led up under tho fall and his lamp fail- 
ing to go out set fire to his clothing and 
roasted him. 


It was 2:10 p. m. when the commi*- 


sioners came to the surface. During the 
two hours, spend under ground a thor- 
ou"h inspection W»R made. The commis- 
sion were taken about, a mile from-a 
shaft and visited No. 2 shaft. The arbi- 
trators were greatly interested in., the 
blasting of coal by the 
miners. The 


workmen were askfd many questions by 
different members of the commission as 
to their age, character of work, rate o! 
wages, etc. 


While going along the main gangway 


the mine car in which Judge Gray, Gee.

were riding.'left the traok and slightly 
olted its .occupants. It waa easily plac- 
ed, on "the tracks by the miners.

Wcntz & Co., was offioiaHy' renewed today 
through an order issued by District Sec- 
'etary 
Gallagher of the United 
Mine 


Workers, upon instructions from Presi- 
dent Mite-hell. The strikers at those 
mines'were not permitted to return to 
work in a body, Coxe's insisting that 
their employes make personal applica- 
tion for their former positions and G. 15. 
Markle & Co. requiring that each man 
before going back.to worjc promise to 
abide by the decision of the arbitration 
commission. The mine worker* allege 
that the object of the requirement is dis- 
crimination against men who were active 
in the strike. 


Tho men voted on Saturday not tc re- 


sume work until the agreement is- with- 
drawn. 


TROOPS TO LEAVE SOON.

pected that all troops in the coal region 
will be ordered home before, the begin- 
ning of next week.

-Gen. Schall said 
today that two battalions of the Third 
regiment at Audcnreid will be-scnt home 
tomorrow. 


All the collieries in the Panther Creek 


valley resumed operations today. The 
Park Place'colliery rn the Mahanoy re- 
gion resumed operations. today After. :a 
week's idleness. One thousand employes 
had gone on strike because several union 
men were not reinstated: The leaders 
prevailed upon the men to return to 
work with the understanding, that those 
who were discriminated against would be 
provided for by the union until they se- 
cured employment elsewhere.

To spy. a vessel with flyiije colors frtr be- 
hind the point meant n rae.> under full 
hc»ds of stttam. with throttles wide open, 
and streams of fire and black clouds of 
smoke issuing from their stacks. It was 
aai open secret among those who wei'i 
posted that when hard pressed the Wet- 
zcl tied down tho safety valve and threw 
the exhaust into the stack in order to 
increase the power of her engine.

Boys who could 
whittle a good model of a tug out of-a 
block of wood found a ready sale or 
trade for his handiwork. 


Few people were there who did not, 


lean firmly towards one or the other, 
ever ready to defend his favorite in any

Small crowds here and thorn, and larg-

At half pant ten the Sill'arrived in the 


harbor, tying up at Kellcy-Weeks' dock

-Recovering from ihe 
shock occasioned by the scene, many of 
the crowd boarded the tug in search oi 
relics und mementoes of the sad occur- 
rencc. Fragments of the cabin, pieces of 
glass, splinters of the steering wheel be- 
hind which Ca.pt. Lovell stood but a .few 
hours before, and various other shatterr 
cd bits, were eagerly seized, while Capt 
Putnam related the circumstances of the 
explosion to H Journal reporter.

Both tugs had started at six o'clock;, 


racing under full speed, with the Wet- 
i-.tl a eli<Jrt distance ahead. When round- 
ing the point a schooner was sighted 
down the lake.

engine room ,run up to the pilot house 
and say something tS Capt. Lovell, who 
opened" the port pilot house door, ans 
.wered White, wlio went bock to the en 
gine room, appeared to address the en 
gineer, who came out, reached through 
a window and turned a gauge, and then 
went back to the engine room. White 
was standing on the deck, Capt. Lovell 
had just closed the door, when suddenly 
a. terrific explosion occurred with a loud 
report. Wreckage flew with groat forc« 
in every direction, much.of which struck 
the Sill, cutting the rails and house 
breaking the cabin windows and b!aek' 
ening the interior of the pilot house, and 
covering the tug with wreckage, cindej- 
uoot and dirt. A piece of wood strSic 
Dan Hantey, the fireman, on the back 
of the neck, injuring him. 


The shock of the explosion was so 


great that it lifted the Sill out of the 
water, and was so sudden that the crew 
could scarcely realize what had occurred 


After the dense smoke and steam had 


cleared away, all that could be seen was 
pieces 
of wood and timber wreekagi 


floating in the water.

for the crew hut no one could be seci 
or found, and there was no doubt bill

Another attempt at recovering remains 


or locating the hull was made on the 
3lGt, bat.the buoy could not be found.

Tlie buoy was located,' and the 
diver went down three times without 
finding any traces of the hull, when the

up. Two days later the fleshy portion 
of a man's thigh was washed ashore in 
Milwaukee bay, which was supposed to

lake and later a headless and' limbless 
body a few miles north of the' point,- 
nothing more was ever recovered of the

be able to manufacture tin plate 
for 


American corporations they have been 
asked to curtail their wages temporarily 
in order that the American Tin Plate 
company be able to act-apt large ordcre 
from such immense corporations as tho 
Standard Oil company. 
The reduction 


in wages American workers are asked to 
submit to, is not so large, but it is the 
reduction itself, because it had been sup- 
posed the tariff protective to the extent 
of boiiig practically prohibitive was for 
the benefit of our workers. It seems it 
i« not anything of the sort when the Cor- 
poration is big enough to import its own 
tin plate from Wales.

H«w Indemnity Shall be Paid 'to Fowen 


ot Vital importaac* t» China. 


'' WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—Minister Wu 
is hopeful that China will have the power 
to submit the second case for the arbi- 
tration of The Hague tribunal He is 
working hard io induce the powers, par- 
ties of the treaty of Pckic to consent to 
arbitrate the important question as to 
whether the indemnities shall be paid on 
a gold or silver basis. The issue is of 
the utmost importance to China, in fact, 
it is said that the 
iniistance of the 


powers upon the settlement on the gold 
basis would be the ruin of. the erajare 
which is totally unable to pay the vast 
sum of nearly four'hundred and. fifty 
million taels in gold. ' The question has 
been under discussion for many months, 


A decision was staved off by the accep- 


tance of the first payment in silver, the 
United St*tcs reserving the right to 
demand any balance of the installment 
that might be due if it should ultimately 
be held that the settlement should be 
made on a gold basis. 


The next payment will become due at 


the beginning of the next calendar year 
and it is desirable that the question shall 
be settled before that date or at least 
put in the way of a fln.il settlement 
Therefore Mr- Wu is striving to arrange 
for the submission of the question to the 
arbitration of The Hague and he has ap- 
pealed to the United States for help in- 
fluencing the other powars.

waj'E, nru common to most of his-crime's. 
Tho dnteotiva who can do this has 'his 
•flt^gnniat ai a.diaadviuitaco. He.is.lito 


the" Jmnter who .knows that "tfie bare 
•will double, or that this or.tbat quarry 
will try'to sot 1ho hounds at fault and 
seel; to destroy the scent by taking- to 
the" water.. Au:l jnst as the hunter's ac- 
quhin'taceo with the trioksof the quarry 
insists hini tO'Hutiaip'ate and to forestall 
tho poor boast's efforts;'to escape, so the 
detective •who has taken a .criminal's 
.measure and discovered the methods 
upon which be works can' often, turn 
tho VGJT radins which are intended to 
effect an escape into, means to effect a 
capture. 
' 


I need not point out* to the observant 


reader th'at Mullen's one anxiety in all 
his movements was to cover up hii 
traces.

Dairy Bnildlnff*.. 


The disinfection or stables after a 


period of constant use should be a part 
of routine practice. Dairy stables In 
particular should be disinfected twice 
a year and oftener if the conditions de- 
mand it. It Is not possible fo give 
tunny stables that thorough disinfec- 
tion that Is possible in houses, because 
thol-r construction will not admit ol' it, 
but It is possible to do very muclf and 
at little expense, writes MX. A. W. Bit- 
ting, veterinarian of the Indiana exper- 
iment station, to the Jersey Bulletin. 


The Ideal method of disinfection Is 


by means of a gas, as that -would have 
the power to penetrate everywhere. 
The effectiveness of this method de- 
pends upon securing a large volume of 
gas and maintaining It tor some time. 
Unless tbo stable can be mndc tight a 
gas will be of little use. For all practi- 
cal purposes the g«s produced by burn- 
ing sulphur over a pot of coals Is the 
best if used In connection with steam. 
The dry sulphur fumes hove little 
germ killing power, but when com- 
bined with steam In the air It forms a 
compound that is deadly. The boiling 
of water and 'burning of sulphur should 
go together. 


Formaldehyde gns Js not so efficient 


for stable disinfection as many would 
have us believe. A Very practical 
means of disinfection that may bo used 
under almost every stable condition la 
by whitewashing. This Is not expen- 
sive for material aud Is very easily ap- 
plied by means of. an Inexpensive fruit 
spray pump. The lime should bo thor- 
oughly slated and strained 'throush 
cloth-and made just tnlu eno.usrli to

Flavor and 'body 'are' tne -two quali- 


ties which determine tne relative nssx- 
tet price. .of clieete, and -Ihe character 
of tliejfe qualities is largely determined 
by the. process of curing, says Dairy, 
Commissioner J. W. Robertson. A' 
fairly steady temperature, not over 69 
degrees, la "the curing room gits* beet 
results.- At that temperature Ion la- 
.weight 'by shrinkage of cheeee is con- ' 
elderably less than at higher points. A! 
dry atmosphere causes cheese to loso 
In weight by , evaporation, and it may; 
also cause smaH cracks on the-snrfac*, 
especially, when cheeses are new*. Too 
hlgu a temperature in the curing-rooms 
of many cheese factories causes maaf, 
of the faults which are complained ot' 
If the temperature rises to 70 degree* 
or higher, buyers complain of a Denied 
flavor or reject It "sltoge&ier as being 
"off 
flavored." 


An old curing room of the otdlnaryr 


open construction may be improved 
materially and beneficially, by thor- 
oughly cleansing the whole inside bj; 
a liberal use of boiling water, to tea 
pounds of which oae-pound of carbolic 
acid should be added. The place shonld 
then be whitewashed' with fresh slaked 
lime. To make the old floor close It 
will be necessary to put two thick- 
nesses of building paper over It and a 
new floor closely laid- on- the top of the 
paper. It the lnsld« walls of t>~j old 
curing room be of lumber or plaster, 
two thicknesses of building paper may 
be put on and over them one thickness 
of matched lumber dressed on at least 
one side. The celling should be made 
close in a similar way. The. windows 
should be made close, and double doors 
and windows should be put on for use 
Jn summer, as tvell as during the latt 
autumn and winter. 


In a curin; room 30 by 38 feet thes* 


improvements would cost $125 to $200 
for material and labor, according, to 
condition of room, price oi; lumber. 
cost of labor; etc;, In the locality. At 
a factory turning .out about SCO large 
checKcs;per moutb'such a -curJLag room 
mi.qht .be so. used, as to avoid some, of 
the shrinkage In weight which would 
occur hi an ordinary curing room wbe.ro 
the thermometer fluctuated betwe-an. 
70 and 00 degrees. Tbe saving might 
be one pound, per cheese. -The injury 
to the flavor and body of the cheese 
from overheating might In a great 
measure also be prevented. The extra 
value whicu might be realized out of 
the cheese from diminished shrinkage 
and superior quality would in a factory 
of the size mentioned probably be not 
less than 430 during the season. Above 
nil else great and lasting benefit would 
result to the cheese trade if all cheesm 
were cured in a proper manner. Th« 
export demand would be Increased and 
risk of loss decreased.

Dbarred Remain* of* Wealthy Farmer! 


Bear Evidence That- House Wai 


Fired to CoTer Traces of 


Crime. 


MILWAUKEE, Oct. 30—An Evening 


Wisconsin special from Elkhorn, Wis., 
lays: 


William Wickerson, aged 46, and Al- 


bert Wickerson a brother aged 42, and 
Julia, Wickerson a sister ageU 36 years 
were found burned to death in 
their 


home twelve miles 'west of here today. 
The news was brought to Elkhorn by 
neighbors 
of--, the 
Wickerson's. 
The 


house .was burned to the ground some 
time during the night and the charred re- 
mains of the victims were found in the 
ruins this morning. Nothing is known 
as to the cause of the fire.' The Wick-> 
ersons were well-to-do farmers. 


It is. suspected that the Wiekersons 


were robbed and murdered aud the house 
set. on fire to cover up the crime. 


When the flames were first discovered " 


the roof of the house had all burned off 
and by the time that the nearest neigh- 
bors, who lived a quarter of a: mile away, 
reached the scene, the structure wss en-' 
tirely wrapped in flames. Four other 
members of the family were not at home 
at 
the time. The father and mother 


died some time ago. 


The Wickersons were reputed to be 


wealthy'and it was said that they were - 
accustomed, to have large sums of money 
around, the louse.

•world'are set forth in mail "advices re- 
ceired by the marine hospital service. 
From Manila,.Chief Quarantine ; Officer 
Perry makes a conservative estimate of 
the cases of cholera 'that have actually 
occurred in the Philippine islands since 
March 20th, last aggregate 75,000 with a 
mortality of 75 per cent- He says under 
date of September 19, that the disease 
has~practically disappeared from those 
provinces first infected but those most 
recently affected are suffering, 


The province of Iloilo and the adjacent 


island of Negroes are badly infected and 
the situation is alarming. Some of the 
towns in these provinces, have lost ten 
per cent, of their population and the epi- 
demic continues severe. In Japan the 
latest advices show that there have been 
4,329 cases and 1,050 deaths from chol- 
era. 


In Hong Kong, since the beginning of 


the outbreak, there have been 459 cases 
.and, 396 deaths. . Notwithstanding, 'this, 
the local authorities declare the colony 
free from plague-infection. -40.000 deaths 
have occurred in Nanking. 


According to a'report.of the director 


general, of the -Egyptian department of 
health, the cholera epidemic continues to 
claim a large number of victims.

.1,557.; The-number, of cases registered 
during the week ending September 15th, 
amounted to 9,467, with 8,278 deaths.

'"' WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.--Minlster Wu. 
is "hopeful that China will have the potter 
to submit the second case for the arbi- 
tration of/The Hague tribunal. He is 
working hard to induce the powers, par- 
ties of the treaty of Pekin to consent to 
arbitrate the important question as to 
whether the indemnities shall be paid on 
a gold or silver basis. The issue is of 
the utmost importance to China, in fact, 
it is said that the insistance of the 
powers upon the settlement on the.gold 
basis would be the ruin of'the empire 
which is totally unablo to .pay.the vast 
sum'of nearly four'hundred and. fifty 
million taels in gold. The question has 
been under discussion for many months.

ways, arecummon to most of his-cvinioB. 
The detective who can 'do this has "his 
•Bf agonist at aduadvuuiace. He ia Ute 


asisists him to anticipate and to forestall 
the poor beast's efforts..to escape, so the 
dotective v/ho has taken a./criminal's 
measure and discovered th'e methods 
upon 'vhich he works can often turn 
the very rae.-Jns which are intended ,to 
effect an escape ' into means to effect a 
capture.

I need not point out*to the observant

Dairy 


The disinfection of stables after a 


period of constant use should be a part 
of routine practice. Dairy stables in 
particular should be disinfected twice 
a year and oftener if the conditions de- 
mand it. It is not possible fo give 
many stables tbat thorough disinfec- 
tion that is possible In houses, because 
their construction will not admit of it; 
but It is possible to do very much" and 
nt little expense, writes Mr. A. W. Bit- 
ting, Teterlnt\rlan of the Indiana exper- 
iment station, to the Jersey Bulletin. 


The Ideal method o£ disinfection is 


by means of a gas, as that would have 
the power to penetrate everywhere. 
The effectiveness of this method de- 
pends upon securing a large volume of 
gas and maintaining It for some time. 
Unless tbe stable can be mnde tight a 
gas will be of little use. For all practi- 
cal put-poses the gas produced by burn- 
ing 'Bulphiu- over a pot of coals is the 
best it used hi connection with steam. 
The dry sulphur fumes hnvc little 
gerui killing power, but when com- 
bined -with steam In the nlr it forms a 
eoraponud that is deadly. The boiling 
of water and burning of sulphur should 
gotogether, 


Formaldehyde gas is not so efficient 


for stable disinfection as many would 
have us believe. A very practical 
means of disinfection that may bo used 
under nlmost every stnbJo condition Is 
by -whitewashing. This is not expen- 
sive for material and Is very easily tip- 
plied by moans of. an Inexpensive fruit 
spray pump. The lime should be thor- 
oughly, slaked and strained ^through 
cloth-and made just thin erjousU to 
wnrk w»U .throuttU the noul* 


ties which determine tne"relatrve mar- 
ket price, of cueeae, and .the character , 
of these qualities IB largely determined 
by the- process ,of curing, says Dairy, 
Commissioner J.' W. Robertson.

Too 
hlgb, a temperature In tbe curing-rooms 
of many cheese factories causes manf, 
of the faults which are complained oft' 
If the .temperature rises to 70 degree* 
or higher,' buyers complain of a,heated- 
flavor or reject it "altogeftier as being 
"off 
flavored." 


An old curing room of tbe ordinary, 


open construction may be improved 
materially and beneficially, by thor- 
oughly cleansing the whole: inside bj- 
a liberal use of boiling water, ,to tea 
pounds of which one -pound of carbolic 
acid should be added. The place should 
then be whitewashed'trith fresh slaked 
lime. To make the old floor close ft 
will be necessary to put two thick- 
nesses of buildbig paper over it and a 
new: floor closely laW-on the. top of the 
paper. If the Inside walls of the old 
curing room be of lumber or plaster, 
two thicknesses of building paper may 
be put on and over them one thickness 
of matched lumber dressed on nt least 
one si(le. The celling should be made 
close in a similar way. The. windows 
should be made close, and double doors 
and windows should be put on for use 
ip.summer, as well as during the lata 
autumn and winter. 


In a curia? room.30 by 28 feet then* 


improvements would cost $125 to. $200 
for material and labor, accorfiin'g to 
condition of room, -price oi.'lumbcr, 
cost ef.-'labor; etc;, in'the.locality. At 
a'factory .turning,out about 3GO large 
cheeses'per month'such a curing roqrp 
might <be so .-used, as to. .avoid some of 
the shrinkage in weight which.,would
